does not fit one to talk intelligently, however, 
about the life in a city. Each has a separate 
soul. Each must be experienced. 
All knowledge has a deal of chaff to it. 
The kernel alone gives nourishment. 
Knowl­ 
edge that gives you personal pleasure, and 
which inspires you to think, to plan, and to 
emulate, you should tie to. 
Treat it as you 
do a reserve in the bank. 
In an entire lifetime none of us is able to 
select more than a very few friends to whom 
we would open all our heart or trust with­ 
out reserve. 
Knowledge must be selected 
much in the same way. 
A great deal of it 
later proves to be wrong and unhelpful. 
There is a little handful of books in every 
large library that are always looked upon 
as intimate and precious, as well as per­ 
sonal. Time and test weed out so much that 
is unimportant. 
It is unhealthy to clutter up the mind with 
knowledge that just lies around doing noth­ 
ing.

Harrisburg, Oct. 7 (AP) — The 
politicians, after a month of in­ 
tensive work to bolster their regis­ 
tered strength, started today to take 
stock of the results to see which 
way the wind is blowing in the 
Pennsylvania campagin. 
Headquarters for both republican 
and democratic camps rounded up 
figures on registration in search of 
a trend. 
Saturday was the last day to 
register to qualify for a vote No­ 
vember 5. 
In some places. Phila 
delphia included, the registration 
commissions 
reported 
brisk 
last 
minute activity as ward 
workers 
cajoled the unregistered to be listed. 
Republican set as their goal 3,- 
000,000 registered, w'hich would be 
an increase of more than a half 
million. 
Democrats, with well over 
2,000.000 listed, fixed no goal but said 
they were satisfied with the re­ 
sponse of their campaign in this 
respect. 
Republican leaders declared their 
party was favored in these late 
registrations in most localities ex­ 
cept Allegheny county, a democratic 
stronghold. 
President Roosevelt’s appearance 
in the Pittsburgh district Friday, 
coming on top of the state tour by 
Wendell L. Winkle, his republican 
opponent, last week, puts the Penn­ 
sylvania campaign in high gear. 
At

in

Pennsylvania 
campaign are the two fiscal offices, 
auditor general and state treasurer, 
now held by democrats; U. S. sen­ 
ator, with democratic encumbent 
Joseph F. Guffey seeking reelection; 
all the 208 seats in the general as­ 
sembly and half the 50 seats in the 
state senate. 
The republicans now control the 
house. 129 to 79 and the senate 27 to 
22 with one vacancy. 
Eighteen of 
the 27 senate republicans stay on. 
their terms only half expired.

democrats also are holdovers.
